Ystradowen 


faces possible 
110 houses 


HE village of 
Ystradowen 
faces another 


planning 
application to build 
25 houses on a site 
behind Church 
Farm, on the 
south-west side of 
the village; this is a 
windfall site. 

If planning consent is 
given, this would 
increase the definite 
number to be built in 
Ystradowen to 65, as 40 
houses were approved 
recently in March for an 
LDP site next to 
Badgers Brook Rise in 
the north-east of the 
village. 

On top of that 
number, another 45 are 
proposed by the council 
for two other allocated 
sites in the village. 

At the time of the 
LDP consultation in 
Noy-Dec 2013 the Fair 
Deal for Ystradowen 
campaign campaigned 
on the slogan of 'Say No 
To 111 Houses' based on 
the 85 houses proposed 
by the council and its 
projected windfall total 
for 2011-26 of 26 
houses. 

The village faces the 
prospect of 110 houses 
if this application is 
successful — a figure 
exceeding a Welsh 
Government statement 
in March 2012, which 
described the then 
Conservative council’s 
proposal of 95 houses 
for Ystradowen as 
“particularly large” — 
which would 
‘disproportionally 
increase’ the size of the 
village. 

However, the Church 
Farm proposal has wider 
implications than the 
excessive number of 
houses Ystradowen 
could be expected to 
absorb. 

This site is located 
where no LDP sites 
have been earmarked as 


yet by the council. If 
planning consent was 
given, it would 
encourage a new arc of 
development extending 
around the south-west of 
the village, with the 
prospect of growth 
towards Maendy and 
Trerhyngyll either side 
of the A4222 towards 
Cowbridge. 

If this possibility is 
considered alarmist, it 
has to be borne in mind 
that the present council 
is proposing in its LDP 
to abolish settlement 
boundaries around 
Ystradowen and many 
other middle and small 
sized villages across the 
Vale. 

Such a step clearly 
invites developers and 
landowners to make 
planning applications 
across the rural Vale, 
given the high value of 
Vale greenfield sites. 

It is our view, 
therefore, that this 
application has very far- 
reaching implications, 
both for Ystradowen 
and other villages in the 
rural Vale. 

The council has 
already given a series of 
premature planning 
consents to a series of 
LDP allocated sites: we 
cannot, therefore, be 
other than gravely 
concerned that it will do 
the same for this 
windfall site in its 
deliberate efforts to 
maximise pre-emptive 
housing development in 
the rural Vale before the 
LDP Inspector's inquiry 
can be held. 

In such critical 
circumstances, we 
expect the county 
councillors of the 
Cowbridge ward, which 
includes Ystradowen, to 
provide full support to 
the village in opposing 
the Church Farm 
application.

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Privacy issues at the cemetery

Mrs Price continued: “We don’t want to 
intrude into private grief. Recently, there 
was the dedication of a child’s grave, some 
young people regularly come up to the 
grave of a teenager — they want that 
moment on their own.” 

Her neighbour, Andrew Bielski, said: 
“One day I was going to hold a barbecue, 
but decided not to because I did not want to 
upset anyone. We don’t want to be 
disrespectful to anyone.” 

‘PEDANTIC’ 

Residents have been in touch with 
representatives of Barry Town Council. 
They can’t understand why the council 
couldn’t have put up a wooden fence which 
is a simple solution to the problem. 

Angela’s husband Ceri said: “The 
council are being dictatorial, pedantic and 
officious. They are operating as if they are 
in the 1960s rather than the 21st century. 

“Why couldn’t they put up a wooden 
fence, rather than the metal palisade style 
one they put up a couple of weeks ago? 
There are ‘acoustic fences’, which could 
ensure sound won’t travel and that things 
are peaceful. 

“When original planning was granted for 
the cemetery extension in 1997. a gap was 
left between the cemetery and the homes. 

“We thought about objecting to the 
extension, but decided not to because of the 
‘comfort zone’ between us.” 

Mrs Price pointed out: “We don’t even 
know whether they will put graves on the 
strip of land just beyond the fence — in 
other words, we could be anywhere from 
41 feet to zero feet from the graves.” 


Residents point out that there was a 
recommendation in the minutes of a Barry 
Town Council meeting in December 2013, 
which proposed... “That officers be 
requested to identify a suitable fence 
structure to provide the residents and 
cemetery visitors the necessary privacy, 
and that it be erected along the recognised 
boundary...” 

The controversy affects numbers 45 to 
54 The Pastures. 

Residents also say they have a letter 
from 2001 in which the town council’s 
executive officer, Mr Harris, told MP John 
Smith that the overgrown area would act as 
a protection — in effect, they say, 
acknowledging that maintaining privacy 
should be a priority. 

What they also don’t understand is why 
the council put up a fence with gaps when 
they could have put up a solid wooden one 
instead. They also say a hedge would also 
be a suitable solution. 

Mr Cliff Lewis, the town clerk, told The 
GEM that over a period of time Barry 
Town Council, had contacted residents 
over issues relating to boundaries and 
fences. 

“The council has written to the residents 
of the Pastures a number of times in the last 
year, in an attempt to reclaim cemetery 
burial land that was encroached upon by 
the residents. 

“The amenities committee, following 
seeking legal advice, resolved to install a 
new boundary fence, which reclaimed 
council land and decided on a palisade 
fence, which was in keeping with the 
remaining boundary fences of the 


cemetery. We have spoken to a number of 
residents at The Pastures and have written 
to all residents advising them that when the 
new boundary fence was installed, they 
have the option to erect their own fence 
panels on their property. 

“Three of the residents have decided to 
take this option and a select number of 
residents have indicated that they would 
like some form of wooden fence panel to 
secure privacy. 

“However, they feel that the council 
should meet the costs of this, which the 
committee is not prepared to do.” 
‘REGAINING LAND’ 

Mr Lewis stressed: “Burial land is scarce 
and as a council, we must do all we can to 
extend and prolong the life of Merthyr 
Dyfan Cemetery, to ensure it continues to 
fulfil the burial needs of the people of 
Barry. 

“Barry Town Council has spent a 
number of years, resources and finances in 
an attempt to regain the council land 
encroached upon by the residents of The 
Pastures. 

“We hope this matter will come to a 
close for all involved and that the residents 
of The Pastures will be content with the 
decisions and agreements made. 

“Tam sorry that the residents find it 
necessary to have to write to the newspaper 
in an attempt to put their views forward, 
instead of taking a much easier route by 
installing a rear fence to their property for 
themselves, which would not only secure 
their privacy, but help in the securing of 
their property,” he added.

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The tales of a 


telephone man 


ON June 10, club 
member Peter 
Coleman gave a talk 
‘Confessions of a Post 
Office engineer’. 

Earlier generations of 
Peter’s family had 
worked for the Post 
Office and in 1969, Peter 
became an apprentice on 
a three-year training 
scheme. 

He had been attracted 
by the sight of the green 
Post Office vans in use at 
the time, with the local 
manager’s name on the 
side, and had ambitions 
to see his name 
displayed one day but, 
unfortunately, by the 
time he reached that 
exalted rank, the vans 
had been discontinued. 

Apprentices followed 
a set training plan. First, 
‘networks’ which meant 
learning about telegraph 
posts and the holes they 
sat in. Testing of poles 
was highly technical. 

If when hit with a 
heavy hammer it 
sounded ok then it was 
deemed to be sound, if 
doubtful, then a_ tool 
known as ‘prodder’ was 
employed. Apprentices 
had to climb 30-foot high 
poles using a belt-like 
harness wrapped around 


the pole. 
Many jokes were 
played by older 


engineers which made 
the apprentice suddenly 
feel that they were 
falling. 


Manholes were also 
dealt with. If, after 
testing, it was found that 
they were filled with 
escaping carbon dioxide 
gas, which is heavier 
than air and so sat at the 
bottom of the manhole, it 


was removed by 
lowering and_ then 
hoisting buckets. 


Passers-by were always 
amused by the sight of 
grown men emptying 
apparently empty 
buckets into the gutter. 
Later, the training 
involved ‘customers’ 
apparatus and lines’. This 


involved responding to 
complaints of faulty 
telephones and 


apprentices were always 
sent to known regular or 
difficult complainants 
where usually no fault 
would be found. 

Peter recalls being 
sent to a house in 
Cyncoed where the lady 
of the house was in the 
habit of welcoming 
young apprentices in a 
state of un-dress. At the 
age of 16, this was an 
eye-opener for Peter, 
who escaped asap. 

Next, apprentices 
were brought into the 
exchanges which in those 
days were ruled by the 
“exchange technical 
officer’. He was regarded 
with fear. Trainees were 
given all the worst and 
dirtiest jobs and 
procedures had to be 
followed to the letter.

PLAID Cymru 
councillor Tan

“Plans for a 3G pitch 
would make Jenner Park 
open to far greater 
numbers of users from 
different sports. 

“However, we must do 
our best to make sure that 
nobody, or no sport, loses 
out, because of 
improvements for 
another group.”

Pensioner won’t pay 
‘unfair’ parking fine 


EARLIER this year, a Dinas 
Powys resident was shocked to 
receive a £62.50 penalty, 
following a parking stay at the 
Capital Retail Park near 
Cardiff City football ground. 

The woman, a pensioner who did 
not wish to be identified, said she 
believed the fine is unjust and was 
refusing to pay it. 

She had told The GEM: “On 
December 28, I went shopping there at 
around midday and also had a coffee at 
Marks and Spencer. In total, I was 
there two hours and 22 minutes. 

“On January 11, I received a £60 
fine with another £2.50 required for 
paying by cheque. 

“It is very unfair to be hit with that 
sort of penalty when you are going for 
a shop.” 


The normal maximum stay for 
parking is three hours, but on match 
days, it was 90 minutes. 

The car park is operated by New 
Generation Parking Management. At 
the time, The GEM offered the 
company a chance to comment, but it 
declined to do so. 

The GEM was also contacted by 
people who had received tickets — 
some claimed they had been delayed 
getting out of the retail park due to 
long queues. 

The woman has now had a letter 
from a debt collection agency, but is 
adamant she will not pay. 

She said: “The legal advice I have 
had is that it is not enforceable and that 
they would have to prove that I agreed 
to their terms, which I do not. 

“In my opinion, fines such as this 
are unfair and excessive.”

Fund. 

Last December, we 
announced the setting 
up of this £50 million 
fund to strengthen 
partnerships between 
social services, health 
and housing. The fund 
has been designed to 
support people to keep 
independent and stay in 
their own homes, with 
support from the 
statutory, independent 
and voluntary sectors. 

It will be used to 
avoid unnecessary 
admission to hospital, as 
well as preventing 
delayed transfers of 
care. This can happen, 
as many will know, 
when there are delays in 
a patient’s discharge 
from hospital which can 
have a poor impact on 
patients, once they are 
ready to be discharged, 
especially in the case of 
older people. 

Fortunately, there has 
been a reduction in the 
number of delayed 


transfers of care over 
the past 10 years. 
Proposals developed by 
partnerships include a 
“Smart House’ in 
Cardiff and the Vale, to 
raise awareness and 
provide an opportunity 
for older people and 
their families to see 
what support can be 
provided in their homes. 

This proposal won 
approval by the 
Minister as one of the 
new schemes for this 
fund.In Cardiff and the 
Vale, specialist teams 
will work across health 
and social care to assess 
the housing needs of 
older people, as part of 
their discharge plans 
from hospital to support 
the patient and their 
carers at the earliest 
point after admission, 
when they are on the 
road to recovery. 

The Intermediate 
Care Fund came about 
as a result of a budget 
agreement between the 
Labour Welsh 
Government, Plaid 
Cymru and the Welsh 
Liberal Democrats. 

We all agreed that 
this would be a good 
way of moving forward 
to invest in services that 
support older people, 
particularly frailer older 
people, to maintain their 
independence for as 
long as possible.

I was able to welcome 
this agreement in the 
Budget plans for 2014- 
15 and we are now 
seeing the fruits of that 
agreement in action all 
over Wales.

Another important 
recent announcement 
made by the Minister 
for Local Government, 
Lesley Griffiths AM, 
confirmed that the 
Welsh Government will 
continue to protect 
vulnerable and low 
income households by 
maintaining 
entitlements to council 
tax support in Wales for 
at least two more years. 

This means that 
around 320,000 
households in Wales 
will continue to be 
protected from 
increased council tax 
bills, and over 200,000 
will continue to pay no 
council tax at all.

A SWANSEA installation 
firm and a _e Cardiff 
maintenance company 
have been sentenced for 
serious safety failings, after 
a five-year-old girl was 
crushed to death by an 
electric gate. 

Karolina Golabek was kille 
when she became trapped between 
the closing edge of the gate an 
the gate post outside flats near her 
home in Bridgend on July 3, 
2010. 

The incident was investigate 
by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), which 
prosecuted John Glen (Installation 
Services) Ltd and Tremorfa Lt 
after finding the gate was 
inherently unsafe and posed a 
clear risk. 

Cardiff Crown Court hear 
today that Karolina was playing 
around the gates in Brook Court 
when they automatically close 
after a car passed through. Her 
body was found in the gap 
between the post and gate a short 
time later by a resident. 

She was rushed to hospital, but 
died as a result of her injuries. 

HSE found that the closing 
force of the gate did not meet 
European and British safety 
standards. It was in excess of 
2,000N, the equivalent to the force 
created by a weight of 440lbs

with the gate structure, which left 
space for people to get trapped, 
and there were insufficient safety 
devices to detect a person in the 
area that would automatically 
prevent it closing.

Glen (Installation Services) Ltd 
had fitted a new electric motor to 
the gate when a previous motor 
had broken. The gate was put 
back into use despite the fact that 
there were obvious trapping 
points. 
The firm also failed to properly 
test that the gate stopped when it 
met an obstruction, or test the 
orce that the gate closed with. 

Tremorfa Limited was 
contracted to maintain the gate. 
Despite carrying out two 
maintenance visits, the last one 
just six weeks before Karolina’s 
death, the company did not carry 
out vital safety checks, including 
closing force measurements.

You look at all sorts of 
sites, some easy to follow 
and some you get lost in. 
You get impatient and 
wonder why they cannot 
do better. 

Mike J had some of 
the answers and shared 
them with us. They boil 
down to two factors: 
forethought and skills. 
Forethought means 
considering what 
information you want to 
impart and the kinds of 
people you want to 
access and use it. 

The content design 

should be influenced by 
what they would like to 
see. 
You may be at the 
cutting edge of 
technology, but the good 
old paper and pencil will 
be needed to jot down 
your ideas before you 
start and to scribble the 
little ides that occur to 
you as you progress. 

You might have the 
artistic skills to decide on 
visual presentation. If 
not, get inspiration from 
websites on the various 
ways they show their 
content by layout on the 
page and by the use (or 
not) of colour. 

You are, of course, 
already expert in your 
subject, (personal blog, 
technical topic, family 
history). 
Then comes _ the 
learning - how to 
construct the site. First 
get a unique name for 
your site (search: getting 
a domain name). Then 
you need a_ software 
package to start 
constructing your site. 
You can spend as long as 
you like building your 
site on your computer 
and tweaking and testing 
it before uploading it to

the Web to tell the world. 
You can start small and 
expand later if you wish, 
but be prepared to update 
your site as and when 
needed. 

There are books that 
will guide you and 
services that will build it 
for you at a price. If you 
want to do it yourself you 
will need to learn HTML 
(Hyper Text Mark-up 
Language) and CSS 
(Cascading Style 
Sheets). 

The HTML language 
gives the computer 
precise information 
about what to show on 
the screen. It works in the 
background; providing 
links to other pages (or 
sites) as well as locating 
text, frames, graphics 
and colours. 

Cascading style sheets 
are used to _— store 
elements common to 
multiple pages so that 
they can be called for as 
needed. They are labour 
and time-saving because 
the relevant HTML need 
not be included in every 
page. If a component 
needs changing, it has to 
be changed only on the 
style sheet. 

Some website 
authoring programmes 
will provide numerous 
templates. These can be 


readily modified on 
screen by dragging and 
dropping from a 


selection. 

A click will convert it 
into a web page without 
having to write HTML. 

This is handy, as 
HTML is a_ precise 
language. A single wrong 
character can cause a lot 
of trouble and be hard to 
find and correct.

to die, except for several 
of their number that have 


been selected to be 
queens in the following 
year. 


These selected bees 
(queens) will go and 
hibernate as a solitary 
bee and will not emerge 
until spring the next year 
and will look for a new 
nesting site. Your bee 
problem will be over. 

Honeybees do have 
much larger numbers and 
will remain in their 
chosen site permanently 
if left to their own 
devices. If the beekeeper 
can get at them and 
ensure that the queen is 
removed, they can be 
relocated successfully. 

Unlike the 
bumblebees they do live 
throughout the whole of 
the year and they do 
SWARM! When 
honeybees set up home 
in a property, like the 
bumblebee they will not 
cause any damage. 

Basically that is the 
difference between 
bumblebees and 
honeybees. 

The advantage for the 
beekeeper is that 
honeybees gather nectar 
and convert it into honey 
and store it to aid their 
survival for the coming 
winter. Given fair 
weather, they will collect 
and store far more than 
they require and the 
beekeepers can remove 
some of this excess for 
themselves. 

Now the bumblebees

have a totally different 
approach, the amount of 
nectar that they collect is 
only to meet their daily 
requirements; there is no 
long-term storage plan, 
because nobody will be 
there to use it. 

For those with access 
to the Internet visit the 
Bumblebee Conservation 
Society website, your 
knowledge will improve 
and you might even take 
steps yourselves to 
ensure that bumblebees 
get a helping hand. 

There is a new kid on 
the block however! This 
is the Tree Bumblebee. It 
has a preference for 
nesting in bird-boxes. 

When this occurs the 
removal of the nest-box 
(in the evening) usually 
solves the problem. 

Why the evening? 
Well the bees will all be 
at home as they do not fly 
in the dark. 

The entrance can be 
blocked, the box 
unscrewed and 
everything and all of the 
bees can be moved with 
very little disturbance to 
a new site. (Easy to get 
at you see.) 

Local councils need to 
be aware of this and have 
someone employed that 
can do this. 

The Vale Council 
environmental literature 
does state that they are 
there to ensure the safety 
and welfare of visitors 
and residents in the Vale. 

Can I apologise to 
those of you who have 
tried to contact me and 
had no reply? There are 
only so many hours in 
the day.

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Real-life crime drama 
is a drab telling 
of an incredible story 


NE of the 

most 

shocking 
criminal stories in 
recent memory has 
been of the West 
Memphis Three, 
three young men 
convicted of the 
murders of three 
young boys in 
Tennessee in 1993 
after they 
disappeared, 
despite a lack of 
evidence to support 
such a verdict. 

The case drew 
widespread interest, 
with four documentaries 
attempting to delve 
deeper into what 
appeared on the surface 
to be such a miscarriage 
of justice. A version of 
the story, based on Mara 
Leveritt’s book, now 
reaches cinemas in 
Devil’s Knot. 

Colin Firth stars as 
Ron Lax, a private 
investigator hired to 
look into the case; and 
as his investigation 
brings to light several 
inconsistencies, one of 
the murdered boys’ 
mothers (Reese 
Witherspoon) finds 
herself beginning to 
doubt the guilt of those 
accused... 

The story of the West 
Memphis Three is a 
truly remarkable one, 
one of the grossest 
miscarriages of justice 
in recent memory, and 
one which has received 
a great deal of coverage, 
from books to the 
aforementioned 
documentaries (one of 
which was produced by 
Lord of the Rings 
director Peter Jackson). 

That a film has been 
made isn’t surprising 


given the high-profile 
nature of the case, but 
Devil’s Knot just doesn’t 
work, the film tackling 
the story from a new 
angle but feeling 
undercooked and 
acking in every 
department. Director 
Atom Egoyan has his 
own particularly 
detached style, viewing 
ife through the eyes of 
the camera. 

It’s an approach he 
doesn’t deviate from 
here, his camera gliding 
through the woods 
where the young boys 
meet their grisly end, 
leaving the audience to 
eel like a powerless 
observer watching the 
events unfold. 

But what the film 
really needs is less 
detachment and more 
emotion and depth — 
you can’t help but feel 
sadness at both the 
murders and the 
aftermath, but it never 
manages to really hit 
you and create any 
impact. 

While the events are 
truly shocking, Egoyan 
underplays them to the 
point of ambivalence 
(aside from a brutal 
scene of the bodies 
being discovered). 

As the film meanders 
towards its denouement, 
it’s a shock to discover 
that the resolution is 
lazily tacked onto the 
credits, words this time 
having far more 
resonance and impact 
than the story Egoyan is 
trying to tell. 

His cast are lifeless 
despite their quality; 
Colin Firth shows a 
steely determination in 
righting the wrongs 
created by the police 
and the legal system, 
but his motivations are 
limited to an outburst

on capital punishment 
and nothing more, and 
he is miscast in a role 
that called for a grittier 
approach than Firth 
manages. 

Reese Witherspoon 
captures the 
heartbreaking sadness 
of losing a child in such 
horrific circumstances, 
but that’s the only 
dimension of her 
character, and the 
actress struggles to offer 
anything memorable, 
while the likes of 
Alessandro Nivola and 
Kevin Durand offer a 
little shade but are 
relegated to sidelined 
roles as typical redneck 
folk, the intriguing 
elements of their stories 
left tantalisingly 
undeveloped. 

Even the young 
actors who play the 
supposed guilty parties 
in this sad tale aren’t 
given a lot to work with 
and their performances 
feel too forced to 
convince. 

Unfortunately, 
Egoyan’s detachment 
here seems to apply to 
his cast as well, failing

to generate anything 
approaching a decent 
turn from a cast who are 
capable of so much 
more. 

The fact of the matter 
is that the tale of the 
West Memphis Three 
has already been so 
widely told that this 
film feels like it’s just 
jumping on a gravy 
train that had already 
departed the station. 
Ultimately, regardless of 
its approach, it’s telling 
a story that has already 
been told quite 
comprehensively 
already and brings 
nothing new to the 
party. 

The elements Egoyan 
is attempting to explore 
— the attitudes of a legal 
system where any 
suggestion of guilt is an 
admission, where small 
town sensibilities 
govern over due process 
and where the lack of 
concrete evidence is no 
barrier to prosecution — 
are present and correct, 
but presented so flatly 
that Devil’s Knot just 
doesn’t really engage 
and leaves you wanting 
more. 

Luckily, there is a 
raft of material on this 
story elsewhere, as 
Devil’s Knot fails to 
unravel satisfactorily. 
VERDICT — A limp 
film that offers nothing 
new to a shocking and 
saddening miscarriage 
of justice, Devil’s Knot 
is a truly dull piece of 
work. The direction 
and performances are 
lifeless, the stakes 
heightened but never 
feeling as they they’ve 
been raised, and it all 
manages to make such 
an incredible story 
rather pedestrian; when 
the end credit 
denouement packs more 
punch than the film that 
preceded it you know 
you’re in trouble. Poor.

Remembering the 
old Barry Island 


and later when the 
fairground was 
established in the late 
1920s, visitors could 
enjoy the booths and 
stalls, rides on the 
carousel, chair-o-planes, 
helter skelter, a variety 
of roundabouts, and the 
dodgems, while enjoying 
candy floss, ice creams 
and the inevitable Barry 
Island rock! 

This was the historic 
backdrop when 15 
Penarth and District 
ramblers with leader Val 
Williams, in glorious 
summer evening 
sunshine at Cold Knap, 
went for a four mile 
walk that would saw 
them circumnavigating 
Barry Island, which 
nowadays doesn’t appear 
to be as much fun as the 
old days! 

From the lake they 
tramped along the 
promenade enjoying 
glorious views before 
descending via the 
slipway and crossing the 
Old Harbour to Friar’s 
Point. The tide was 
coming in at Whitmore 
Bay and, making their 
way towards Nell’s 
Point, now a residential 
area but once the site of 
a golf course, then a 
Butlins Holiday camp, 
they continued along the 
Clement Colley footpath 
to Jackson’s Bay. 

Climbing uphill to 


UNTIL the late 
1880s Barry Island 
was indeed an 
island, cut off from 
the mainland by the 
tides and only 
accessible by boat 
or by scrambling 
across the mud, 
sand and rocks. 

The opening of the 
docks at Barry in 1889 
changed everything. 
The town of Barry grew 
in size and Barry Island 
became part of the 
mainland. After the 
railway line was 
extended to Barry Island 
in 1896, hordes of 
visitors began to arrive 
and by 1904 the 
paddling/ bathing pool 
which was filled by the 
incoming tide was 
opened at the western 
end of Whitmore Bay 
below Friar’s Point. 

The first thing people 
saw when arriving by 
train was the Figure of 
Eight, which was later 
replaced with the famous 
Scenic Railway in 1939. 

Looking at the old 
pictures, day trippers 
who appeared rather 
overdressed for a day at 
the seaside by today’s 
standards, crowded onto 
the beach where all the 
entertainment took place.

BREAKS EVEN MORE RECORDS!

Cardiff 
Transport 
Preservation Group 
that restores old 
buses in Barry 
achieved another 
record-breaking 
annual Festival of 
Transport event last 
Sunday, June 8; 
now recognised as 
one of the biggest 
events of its kind in 
south Wales, with 


more visitors 
flocking to Barry 
each year. 

Mike ‘Taylor, the 
organising group’s 
chairman, said: “The 
Festival of Transport 


attracted our highest 
number of entrants three 
weeks beforehand, as we 
closed to print the show 
guide, but every day 
more people wanted to 
come with their vehicles 
right up to the event. The 
numbers of classic cars 
were too many to count — 
around 250 or more were 
spread out along Barry 
Island seafront while 
around 60 more vehicles 
were up in the main 
parking area, with more 
cars, heritage buses and 
examples of modern 
buses and coaches. The 
event did bring a lot of 
people to Barry, some 
from as far as 
Portsmouth, Bristol, and 
Swindon. We also had an 
open day at the Bus 
Depot, our heritage bus 
restoration centre, and 
ran free heritage buses 
for visitors, which were 
very busy”. 

The day also saw the 
first day back into public 
service a 32-year-old 
former National Welsh 
bus, examples of which 
used to run from the 
Rhondda via Pontypridd 
to Cardiff and Barry to 
Cardiff. It ran from new 
in 1982 to 1992 when 
they were sold off to 
other operators. Our bus 
ran in London in the 
1990s before operating 
as a school bus in 
Derbyshire. It came back 
to Wales in 2011 and has 
taken three years for the 
Cardiff Transport 
Preservation Group to 


put it back on the road. 

The red Leyland 
Olympian 77-seat double 
deck bus got its MOT on 
Friday, June 6; on 
Saturday it was taken on 
a test run around some of 
the hiller parts of Barry, 
but its 32-year-old 
automatic gearbox 
technology is a_ little 
different to today’s 
modern buses, which was 
highlighted on its very 
first fully loaded run on 
Sunday for visitors to the 
festival. 

Jane Hutt AM, 
Minister for Finance for 
the Welsh Government, 
who also represents the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
visited the festival and 
rode on the inaugural run 
saying: “It was great to 
join the annual Barry 
Festival of Transport 
once again to view all the 
buses and to join the 
Mayor and Mayoress, 
Coun Howard Hamilton 
and Mrs Carol Hamilton 
to see the refurbished 
1980s National Welsh 
Bus. The crowds were 
gathering and we had a 
full bus to the Broad 
Street depot — so full the 
bus had difficulty getting 
up the hill but we made 
it! This was the maiden 
journey of the bus which 
has been restored so 
beautifully by — the 
volunteers at the old 
Western Welsh depot”. 

She then went on to 
give: “Congratulations to 
all who took part in this 
great festival,” after a 
visit to see volunteers 
inside the bus depot. 

Mike Taylor 
continued: “At our event 
this year we had some 
surprise entrants both car 
and bus, some I had not 
seen before, for example 
we got a lot more really 
big American cars — 
seemed like a dozen of 
them, mostly from the 
1960s. People say they 
have friends who have 
booked and they want to 
come too. On the bus 
front we had a former 
Bristol Tramways 1950 
Bristol L touring coach 
and three examples of 
former London buses — a 
Regent Type RT also new 
in 1950 and two later 
1960s AEC 


Routemasters. 

friends over in Swansea 
brought along some of 
their collection and their 
1970s Bristol VR open 


top bus was _ popular 
giving free rides on the 
day; despite gathering 
afternoon dark clouds 
which included thunder, 
lightning and a_ short 
heavy downpour!” 

Talking about buses 
kept at Barry he said: 
“From our collection the 
blue and cream half-cab 
double deckers, the 1968 
Bewas & Machen 
Leyland and 1969 
Pontypridd AEC buses 
proved popular as did our 
50-year-old orange and 
white open top Cardiff 
Guy Arab bus. On the 
single decker side former 
Islwyn, Rhymney Valley 
and Western Welsh buses 
took turns and new this 
year, on the road again 
was a 1968 AEC 
Reliance formerly owned 
by Neath & Cardiff 
Luxury Coaches and a 
one time resident of 
Barry depot from 1970, 
during the last days of 
Western Welsh. The 
owners of this coach 
have just decided to 
relocate their vehicle to 
Barry, so we hope it can 
be used again on other 
occasions”. 

Summing up the day, 
Mike said: “We hope the 
traders on the island 
appreciated the 
additional business. The 
good news for us was 
that we had a good day 
and all the donations that 


were given will go 
towards restoring our 
heritage buses 


representing the towns 
and cities of south east 
Wales. Special thanks go 
to the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council for helping us 
organise the event and 
making it something 
many people now feel is 
a major attraction in the 
classic car and heritage 
bus calendar. We'd also 
like to thank many local 
companies for bringing 
vehicles along including 
Stagecoach, Cardiff Bus, 
Edwards Coaches and 
New Adventure Travel, 
adding to the variety for 
people to look at on the 
day”.

charged out of the blocks from the outset, and 
were piling up points almost before the 
national anthems had faded into the air above 
Kings Park.

converted by outside half Morne Steyn to 
make the score 21-6. 

In reply, a desperately embattled Wales 
could muster only two snap goals by Steyn’s 
opposite number, Dan Biggar — who also 
slotted over a penalty on the stroke of 
halftime. 

However, by then South Africa had forged 
even further ahead with a fourth try by their 
outstanding fullback, Willie Le Roux, to go 
into the interval with a 28-9 lead, and Wales 
facing another defeat of epic proportions. 

It had been a devastating first half for both 
sides — though in very different ways — with 
the famed Welsh rush defence systematically 
shredded by the simple but effective 
expedient of a deftly-placed chip over their 
heads — Le Roux’s one-man scoring effort a 
case in point! 

The tourists had drawn first blood with 
Biggar’s first drop goal after three minutes — 
but after that, were constantly in danger of 
being totally overrun by remorseless 


}| Springbok power up front and forceful 
running behind — while all the time, the battle 


for the breakdown was being lost. 

The sudden replacement of scrum talisman 
Adam Jones before halftime by Scarlets’ 
Samson Lee, bore testament to the iron grip 
being exerted by the dominant home eight in 
the tight, and also the loose, in the crucial 
absence of injured Welsh flankers Sam 
Warburton and Justin Tipuric. 

A clearly disgruntled Gatland would later 
acknowledge that Wales “did not look fit out 
there at times’’.

him low in midweek — but his fellow wing, 
Alex Cuthbert. The big Blues man received 
the ball deep in his own half and set off on a 
deceptive, swerving run, scattering a clutch of 
wildly grasping defenders to left and right, 
before jubilantly touching down near the 
posts for a try converted by Hook, to cut the 
deficit to 38-16. 

Alas, it came far too late in the day to make 
a real difference, apart from stinging the now 
coasting Springboks back into action — and 
the game ended as it had begun, with the 
Welsh line under siege — but bravely clinging 
on as the final whistle blew. 

With only a handful of days to put things 
right and rally his troops for the next and 
final test at the Mbombela stadium, Nelspruit, 
Gatland admitted, “It is a big challenge to get 
them back up for Saturday. We were very poor 
in the first half, but at least we now have a 
chance to get back on the horse’’. 

The big question, as he pondered on his 
selection being announced today (Thursday) 
was — would it be the same horse? Should he 
continue to stick by some of the old guard 
who have served him so well in the past, or 
would he be forced to make a last throw of 
the tour dice, with key changes to reward the 
lively replacements who had shone in 
Durban? 

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 

Meanwhile, back home in Port Talbot on 
Sunday, a rebel bid to force the WRU 
leadership out of office was 
overwhelmingly defeated, when 462 Welsh 
clubs voted in support of the executive, 
with only four voting the other way, and 
18 abstaining. 

The call for an extraordinary general 
meeting (EGM) had been made at the 
instigation of former WRU CEO, David 
Moffett, supported by 42 club signatures 
including the four professional Welsh regions. 

(In the event, the regions were represented 
at the meeting, but took no part in the 
proceeedings). 

Board member and Welsh legend, Gerald 
Davies, made an impassioned plea in which he 
stated that Welsh rugby’s reputation had been 
tarnished by the issue; it was not held in high 
regard abroad and needed to be restored — 
“and not through self-interest,” he warned.
